A Lonpon cablegram says that the Pope is

Croke is very radical in his 
Irish National sympathy, and the English 
Government has probably enough influence 
at the Vatican to prevent his elevation to 
the Sacred College.

A REQUTEM service in honor of the cele- 
brated French pulpit oratpr Lacordaire was 
held in the Church of St. Augustine, Paris, 
yesterday. The Abbé Montsafre . delivered 
the sermon, and strongly inveighed against 
the enforcement of the religious decrees. 
Several persons who expressed themselves 
too freely about the Government outside the 
church were arrested on a charge of sedition. 


SuNDAY night a conflagration broke out at 
West Point, Va., which resulted in the de- 
struction of the wharves and sheds of the 
Richmond, York River & Chesapeake Rail- 
road Company, the Company’s steamer Shir- 
ley, the telegraph and freight offices, and 
2,600 bales of cotton lying on the wharf. The 
total loss is .estimated at $150,000.

At Toledo the new steam- 
barge Agnes was cut through by ice and

Tne French Ambassador at Madrid has 
protested against the ostentatious hospitality 
accorded by the Spanish Ministers and Crown 
officials %to the expelled monks of France;

HUNTING-DOGS. 
FIELD TRIALS OFF LONG ISLAND. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 20.— The second field 
trials of the Eastern Field Trials Club com- 
menced this, morning at Robins’ Island, in 
Peconic Bay. Robins’ Island is one anda 
half miles south of New Suffolk, and com- 
prises 700 acres of land, some of which is 
cultivated, but the majority covered with 
bayberry bushes and scrub oaks. Itis the 
property of Capt. Ira B. Tuthill, of New 
Suffolk, whe conducts a large brick-yard on 
it, and uses the elevated land for sheep 
pasture. Having obtained his per- 
mission to hold their trials on 
the island, the Eastern Field Trials 
Club stocked the grounds last spring with 
quails, which increased fairly, and with a lot 
turned out some two weeks since furnished 
as many birds as were necessary for the 
trials.

THEOPHILUS YOUNGS, 
HE CANNOT PROVE THAT HE IS LIVING, AND 
, YET HE LIVES. 
Special Diapatch.to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Five years ago The- 
ophilus Youngs, a 2 of Boston, and a 
married man, suddenly disappeared. A dead 
body was shortly afterward found in the 
river, which was recognized as his. It was 
taken to the Morgue, where it was duly 
indentified and buried. His wife and family 
went into mourning,and the death of Youngs 
and the succession of his wife to his property 
were generally admitted as accomplished 
facts by those who knew them. Mrs. Youngs 
was appointed guardian of her three chil- 
dren and administratrix of their inher- 
itance on affidavits that her husband, 
Theophilus Youngs, was dead. Among the 
property claimed by her as such admintstra- 
trix was her husband’s share in the estate of 
his deceased uncle, Henry Youngs,of Goshen, 
Orange County, N. Y. By the old man’s will 
the property was divided between Theophi- 
lus, his brother Henry, and three residuary 
legatees. There was 

A LONG LAWSUIT 
pending as to the construction of the will. 
While the litigation was in progress, Henry 
Youngs, who was the executor of his uncle’s 
estate, advanced Theophilus from time to 
time $2,200, and, in 1870, got from The- 
ophllus and his wife a paper, the 
effect of which was to 
their share in the bequest. The suit was aft- 
erward decided in favor of the heirs, and the 
bequest became very valuable. In the pro- 
ceedings instituted by her after her husband’s 
death, Mrs. Theophilus Youngs sued for her 
and her chiidren’s share of old Henry 
Youngs’ estate, basing her claim on the in- 
validity of the sale. Henry Youngs, the 
brother and executor, who had bought The- 
ophilus’ share of the estate for $2,200, and 
who is a retired flour-merchant, residing on 
President street, Brooklyn, defended the ac- 
tion, setting up, in answer to Mrs. Youngs’ 
claim, that she had no right to bring suit, be- 
cause her husband was 
NOT DEAD, BUT LIVING. 

Then comes the most extraordinary feature

of the case. A man claiming to be Theoph-, 


ilus Youngs turned up in Boston in August 
last and declared himself to be the veritable 
personage who was supposed to have been 
drowned and buried four years ago, and for 
whose reappearance, if alive, advertisements 
had been floating about the country for two 
years. Unlike the Tichborne claimant, how- 
ever, the alleged Theophilus did not hurry 
to meet his nearest relative, but carefully ab- 
stained from seeing his wife at all, or even 
going near her, although he was requested to 
do se and set all doubts at rest. Mrs. Youngs 
on her part denounced him as an impostor, 
and asked to have him arrested. A few days 
later the alleged Theophilus 

APPEARED IN NEW YORK, 
where his brother Henry was contesting his 
wife’s claim before Surrogate Calvin. He 
declined to be seen or interviewed, ana 
asked not to be questioned about his pure 
poses and recent whereabouts for the pres- 
ent. Witnesses were produced who swore 
to the identity of the dead body discovered; 
and, when Mrs. Youngs first saw the pres- 
ent claimant, she said, That is not my hus- 
band!“ 

THE PROPERTY AT STAKE 
is valued at between $100,000 and $300,000. 
To-day, in the trial, an adopted daughter 
of Mrs. Youngs’ father swore that Youngs 
was the missing husband. Lewis Laurie, 
Mrs. Youngs’ brother, swore that the man in 
court! was Theophilus Youngs. The mem- 
bers of the family also swore that he is the 
missing husband. To-morrow a daughter 
who was 8 years old when her father disap- 
appeared will be placed on the stand. The 
case, on the whole, is one of the most re- 
markabie on record.

DIPHTHERIA AND SCARLET 
FEVER 
IN NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 20.— There is general 
alarm over the spread of diphtheria in this 
city and Brooklyn. In New York there were 
360 cases reported in September, October, 
and November of 1879, and for the same 
mouths of this year, up to the 20th of No- 
vember, there have been 1,000 cases. ‘The 
comparison of the figures necessarily creates 
alarm. For the quarter ending March 27 of 
this year there were 191 deaths from diph- 
theria in Brooklyn. For the second quarter, 
ending June 20, the mortality was 161; and 
for the three months ending Sept. 25 the 
deaths numbered 164. Since Sept. 2 up to 
Nov. 25, inclusive, there were 371 fatal cases 
of diphtheria recorded at the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, making the total deaths since 
Jan. 1 887, 


There were 111 eases of diphtheria reported 
during the past six days, thirty-one of which 
proved fatal. For the corresponding period 
of last week there were 120 cases, there being 
a decrease of ninety-eight this week as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last 
week, 

Scarlet-fever is also prevalent in Brooklyn. 
Last week there were thirty-six cases of that 
disease reported. and six deaths. For the 
past six days of the present week there were 
fifty-nine cases and six deaths.

BROOGK WAL. 
HOW THAT UNWORTHY OBTAINED GIS LIB- 
ERTY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The action of the 
Government in releasing William E. Brock- 
way, alias Spencer, last week, has led to con- 
siderable comment. It is said that Chief 
Drummond, of che Secret-Service Depart- 
ment, expects that valuable disclosures will 
shortly be made by Brockway, now 
that he has been restored to liberty, and that 
he will reveal the names of an extensive 
gang of counterfeiters. The conditions upon 
which Me was released from Raymond-Street 
Jail last week were, itis said, and he should 
give up thetwenty-five plates from which the 
dangerous counterfeits were printed. This he 
did before being discharged. An pfficial 
stated to-day that according to Brockwdy’s 
assertion, there had been $250,000 of the spu- 
rious Government bonds printed. 

Assistant-Attorney Angell said to-day that 
he was not at liberty to say who authorized 
the discharge of Brockway, but that he was 
discharged throngh the advice of the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

Brockway told a gentleman in Brooklyn 
yesterday that his agreement with the Gov- 
ernment officials did not involve any United 
States evidenceupon his part, and he assured 
the counsel of one of his comrades that he 
(Brockway) would never tell anything. He 
added that he had bought his liberty by sur- 
rendering the plates, and he did not throw 
anything else into the bargain. 

HE GIVES UP HIS PLATES, 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The terms of the re- 
lease of William E. Brockway, the alleged 
forger and countéerfeiter who was accused of 
being concerned in the counterfeiting of 
$240,000 worth of Government bonds, 
were that he should surrender the plates 
from which e bonds were printed 
to the Government. The plates were de- 
livered to Chicf Drummond of the United 
States Secret-Service Bureau Friday, when 
Brockway Was allowed to become his own 
bondsman, giving $5,000 for his appearance 
when wr ed. It is said now he will not be 
prosecuteu. 


THE TUNNEL VICTIMS.

GOOP NEWS FOR CARVERS. 

Architects, builders, and furniture manu- 
facturers in this city complain of the lack of 
competent wood-carvers. The firm which 
has the contract for the wood-carving in W. 
H. Vanderbilt's new houses employs nearly 
100 men on this work, and has been obliged 
to send to Boston and elsewhere to get men 
enough. Another firm has been unable to 
complete a contract because of its inability 
to get sufficient help. The prosperous times, 
and the consequent increase in building 
operations In which a good class of houses 
is required, have added to the demand for 
carvers of interior work. Carved mantels, 
sideboards and other furniture are now 
often designated by the same architects 
who plan the tnterior of the man- 
sion. All kinds of furni are 
more elaborately carved now than @ few 
years ago. The style of decoration which 
has been fashionable in turniture for several 
years caused the carver’s trade to decline 
until wages were as low as $8 to $10 a week.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Nov. 20 
B. Robinson, Lieutenant-Governor-etect of Col- 
orado, who was shot, and, it is reported, killed 
near Leadville, was brought up in this place, 
and removed from here there in 1878. He was 


born in Green Plains, Allegan County, Mich.,, 


Jan 28, 1848, and moved with his father to Kala- 
mazoo when he was but 2 years old. After fin- 
ishing his education by going through the pub- 
lic schools here, and attending at Detroit Bryant 
& Stratton’s Business College, he was em- 
ployed here as bookkeeper at different 
establishments, and finally as bookkeeper 
of the Michigan National Bank here, and 
Cashier of the First National Bank at Allegan, 
Mich. In 1876 he went to Europe, and remained 
till 1878, when he returned to Kalamazoo. In 
February, 1878, he purchased a ticket to San 
Francisco, gotoff at Denver, run up to Leadville, 
opened a store there, and kept a general stock 
of miners’ implements. Later, in 1878, he dis- 
covered what is known as the Robinson group. 
He sold out his store, and in April, 1880, he or- 
ganized the Robinson Consolidated Mining Com- 
pany in New York, capital $10,000,000. He was a 
single man. His mother, Mrs. John Forbes, of 
Plainwell, Allegan County, Mich., and Mrs. Bar- 
ney Dickman, of South Haven, Mich., are the 
only relatives living.

| CHINESE COMMERCE, _

WHEREAS, Satisfactory gevidence has been 
given to me by the Government of his Majesty 
the Emperor of China that no discriminating 
duties of tonnage or imposts are imposed or 
levied in the ports of that nation upon vessels 
wholly to citizens of the United 
States, or upon produce, manufactures, or mer- 
chandise imported in the same: 

Therefore, I, Rutherford B. Hayes, President 
of the United States of America, by virtue of the 
authority in me vested by law, do here- 
by declare and proclaim that foreign 
discriminating duties of tonnage and im- 
posts within the United States are and 
shall be suspended and discontinued 80 
far as respects vessels of China and the produce, 
manufactures, and merchandise imported 
thereon into the United States from China 
or from any other foreign country, 60 
long as the exemption aforesaid on the 
part of China of vessels belonging to 
citizens of the United States and their cargoes 
shall be continued, and po longer.

WasnineTon, D. C., Nov. W.— Chief Easby, of 
the Naval Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
reports the amount appropriated for the fiscal

- $1,400,000. The report gives the present number 


and class of vessels comprising our navy, as 
follows: In commisgion—Steamers, 20; sailing 
ships, 4; monitors, 8; torpedo-boats, 2; total, 43;

ing—steamers, 9; at Naval Academy—sailing 
ships, 3; monitors, 1; Public Marine-School— 
sailing ships, 1; tugs of all kinds at yards and 
stations, 25; total number of vessels, 139, 
IN CONCLUDING HIS REPORT, 

Chief Easby says: “A brief inspection of the 
foregoing list of vessels will show the necessity 
ot an increase in the number of efficient vessels 
for the navy. The finnishing of five monitors 
and two cruising ships now commenced and the 
improvement and repairs to the Dictator are of 
the first importance. I respectfully recommend 
the building of two armored ships of a displace- 
ment of 5,500 tons each, and of three unarmored 
gunboats, having a displacement of 700 tons. 
The estimated cost of these vessels under this 
Bureau is $2,900,000, but an appropriation of 
only $1,500,000 will be required for the first 
year.“

ORDNANCE. 

Chief Shoch, of the Bureau of Steam Eu- 
gineering, reports the amount appropriated for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1880, at $800,000, 
and the total amount expended, $794,013. 

The departments under the cogn zauce of this 
Bureau at the several Navy-Yards are reported 
to be in good working condition. 

Commodore Jeffers, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, submits estimates for the fiscal year 
1881 and 1882, aggregating $306,361. He says our 
first and most pressing want is guns of the latest 
and most approved system. At present our 
ships are principally armed with small- bores or 
smooth-bores converted into rifies. These con- 
verted guns haye proved very safe and eflicient, 
and use higher charges than before conversion, 
giving greatly increased velocity, range, and ac- 
curacy. 

THE PROGRESS OF GUN CONSTRUCTION 

has been sv great as to reduce to second-class 
the eutire armament of the navies of the world. 
But this has been so recent that only model guns 
have been made, and there is not at this time a 
single ship afloat armed with the latest type of 
effective ordnance. He recommends the use of 
a larger class of machine guns as of great value 
ugainst the attacks of torpedo boats.

Mower County Again Stirred by 


, the Mysterious Page 


Sensation. 


Riley, the E risoner, Kept Under 
the Closest Surveillance.

He Is Transported to Ramsey Under 
the Strictest of Guards, : 


And It Is Supposed that Some Facts Will 
Be Developed To-Day. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. @ 

St. Paut., Minn., Nov. 20.—The Page sensation 
has broken out in earnest in Mower County, and 
is spreading all over that section like an epi- 
demic of small-pox. special advices from the 
scene of the disturbance show that J. W. Riley, 
the mysterious prisoner discovered by Page's 
detective in the wilds of the Wisconsin pineries, 


has been treated since his incarceration with the . 


same suspicious circumspection as after his ar- 
rest. It will be remembered that he was smug- 
gled by devious ways from La Crosse into the 
jurisdiction of a country Juste in Dexter, 
Mower County, by whom he was held over for 
preliminary examination, To-day he was taken 
to Dexter because Page pretended he was not 
safe in Austin. For the same reason he was 
placed in the custody of Sheriff Sheehan, of 
Freebron County, who has since kept him an the 
jail at Albert Lea with such circumspe ction that 
nobody has seen John Riley since the prison- 
doors closed upon him except his counsel, Cam- 
eron of Austin, who has reluctantly admit- 
ted in obedience to a legal privilege such 
as custom has crystallized into law. Not 
his own brothers in Austin, not 
his friend from Wisconsin, not those 
who are involved in dark suspicions by his ar- 
rest, and who are feeling blindly for means of 
defensé, without showing in what form a per- 
haps unsupported charge is coming against 
them, have been permitted to see the solitary 
prisoner. He was seen. by others than his jailers 
and counsel tor the first time this afternoon, 
when he was brought from the jail to take a 
freight-train for Dexter about 1. p. m., the 
regular train being delayed five hours. 
This mystery and seclusion is necessary to 
Page's theory of the case, which is, that 
Riley was employed to shoot him by a conspira- 
cy of powerful citizens of Austin, who would 
stop at no desperate measures to connive at his 
escape and concealment. The theoryis that 
Page desires to punish his enemies by having his 
prisoner confess on certain of the Judgo's ene- 
mies. He has a bad record already. It may not 
be difficult to secure any statement desired. 


It is also freely intiniated that the prisoner’ 


has made damaging admissions while in jail; 
that he has boastfully declared that if he can 
only escape from confinement he can find 
refugein the houses of the best citizens of 
Austin. 

Here is the way the mysterious prisoner looked 
as he was sketched by a TRIBUNE correspondent 
on the train bound for the scene of the exami- 
nation: Heis about medium hight, of build 
gaunt, trunk and sprawling limbs not gracefully 
joined together. He is clotheed in an ill-fittmg 
suit of the coarsest material, He has irregular 
and bunchy features; his. eyes are curiousiy 
oblique, hke an Orientals, brown in color, with a 
wide expanse of white. He hasa stubby mus- 
tache, and a crop of rough, coarse hair. 
The trip passed without sensation uatil the 
freight train nearly reached Ramsey, when a 
curious circumstance occurred. As the train 
was laboring up a heavy grade it broke in two, 
and the first half, instead of returning at once, 
as was expected, kepton to Ramsey, and was 
gone for an hour, when finally the locomotive 
returned. It brought us two soiemn-looking 
persons, with countenances pregnant with seri- 
ous news. In afew moments it was whispered 
that Ramsey was full of excited partisans of 
both factions, and that trouble was feared. 
From this time the train moved slowly. 
and as it came in sight of i the 
Ramsey platform. black with people, a real 
seffsation thrilled the car. The sensation short- 
ly subsided, when couriers from Ramsey reached 
the train and reported all there as entertaining 
peaceable intentions. ! 

The next visitors were the prisoner’s brothers, 
Frank and Tom Riley, two decent-looking coun- 
trymen, with a slight brogue, accompanied by a 
brother-in-law, C. N. Bostoyck. The latter at- 
tempted to speak to the prisoner, but was pre- 
vented by Shewiff Sheehan, in accordance with 
the policy of the prosecution, A somewhat 
spirited colloquy ensued, Bostoyck being sup- 
ported by the Page men present in his intention 
to speak to the prisoner, and Sheehan stubbornly 
refusing. The dispute was finally dropped by 
mutual consent, without any concession on 
either side. 

The examination will take place to-morrow 
somewere in Mower County, before some myste- 
rious court, not yet known to anybody but the 
prosecution. The defense is waiting the devel- 
opments of the prosecution. In the meantime 


tho prisoner’s brothers are on the scene as inter- 


ested spectators, trying with Tas TRIBUNE 
special to keep the run of the prisoner and learn 
something about the case. A sensation is prom- 
ised for to-morrow’s examination. 

The latest developm: n* of the Page case is 
that the prosecution asks a postponement until 
the next term of Court. As the.case is be- 
fore his own town Justice, this is the most 


likely outcome of the case for the present. 


Page appeared for the prosecution in person, 
and alone, and pleaded ill-health.

It was shown that negroes were 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment for 
trivial offenses; that their labor was sold at 
ridiculously low rates to private contract- 
ors: that they were obliged to make up

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TAXATION IN ILLINOIS. 

Mr. A. B. Mason, of this city, has elaborat- 
ed a system of revenue for the State of IIli- 
nois which he proposes the Legislature at 
its next session shall adopt and enact into a 
law. In brief, he proposes to abolish all 
direct taxes on person al property, and sub- 
stitute therefor a system of license taxes on 
occupations. Asan example, he publishes an 
immense list of the occupations and the num- 
ber of persons engaged therein which may 
be licensed in Chicago; also, the rate of an- 
nual license which he proposes shall be paid 
by each, with an estimate of the total sum of 
revenue that may be collected in this city. 
This table shows 32,080 persons who are to 
pay a license from $12.50 for a retail mer- 
chant to $5,000 for wholesale dealers,—the 
total estimated revenue being $941,000 for the 
whole 32,000 persons, or ageneral average of, 
say, $30 per occupation. Says the Demo-

Mr. Mason’s scheme of license- 
taxation is by no means a new one. Some 
years ago Mr: Alexander Starne, ex-Treasurer 
of this State, and then in the Legislature, 
strongly urged this system, and since then 
other members of the Legislature have pro- 
posed the same thing. Mr. Mason claims 
that this scheme is founded upon “ princi- 
ples” of political economy, and one of these 
principles is stated to be that “taxes should 
be collected from the portion of income set 
apart for consumption rather than from capi- 
tal.” In the list of occupations to be licensed 
are architects, artists, bakers, brokers, 
blacksmiths, carpet-beaters, doctors, dentists, 
dressmakers, florists, firemen, lawyers, mill- 
ers, milliners, midwives, notaries, newsdeal- 
ers, nurses, office-seekers, oculists, oil compa- 
nies, painters, preachers, professors, police- 
men, sailors, schoolmarms, shoemakers, spec- 
ulators, scalpers, shysters, tinkers, tailors, 
type-setters, wool-buyers, wife-beaters, whis- 
ky-slingers, vinegar and yeast. works, and 
zine workers. 

Each person in these and all other trades 
and occupations is to pay the rate of license 
arbitrarily assigned to his class, without the 
slightest reference to the income of the per- 
son thus taxed. The lawyer without a case 
and the lawyer with an income of $10,000 a 
year, and the doctor without a patient and 
the doctor whose every hour is taken up, 
have to pay the same rate of license. The 
great objection to all systems of taxation of 
personal property is the irregularity result- 
ing from its imperfect execution. A large 
percentage of intangible personal property 
how escapes assessment and taxation, thus 
proportionately increasing the tax on that 
portion which the Assessor finds. 
The inequality which exists in the 
present mode of taxing personal prop- 
erty would be dwarfed by the inequality 
which would result from taxing equally all 
men engaged in the same trade or profession, 
and without reference to their earnings, in- 
comes, or the value of their visible and tan- 
gible property. To tax ability, skill, learning, 
and intellect is hardly consistent with sound 
political economy. 

The great mistake of our system of taxing 
personal property—a blunder so great that it 
practically defeats itself—is the attempt to 
tax credit in addition to the visible, tangibie 
property represented by credit. 

A familiar Ulostration of this is: A owns 
a horse valued at $100, on which he pays 
a tax; at the close of the year he sells it 
to B on two years’ credit, taking a note for 
$100; at the end of the year B sells the same 
horse to C on a credit of one year and takes 
C’s note for $100. In this transaction all the

It is this policy which, under 
the form of taxing intangible credit or mere

-taxes, whieh violates all principles of justice, 
equality, and politieal eeonomy. : 

But there is an insurmountable obstruc- 
tion against the passage of any such bill as 
Mr. Mason’s scheme proposes as a substitute 
for the existing taxes on personal property.

Other provisions prohibit the exemption 
of property from taxat®n, except such as is 
used for public, religious, and charitable 
purposes.

When Mr. Starne proposed his license sys- 
tem of raising revenue in the State of Un- 
nois, he recognized the constitutional require- 
ment that all property should be assessed and 
taxed alike. This requirement is impera- 
tive; and, as a preliminary to the adoption of 
any license system, he provided for an 
amendment to the Constitution. This 
constitutional difficulty seems to have 
been overlooked or disregarded by Mr. 
Mason, who proposes to adopt the 
license system at once as a substitute for 
taxing personal property, and ultimately all 
property. He states that his scheme of 
taxation is based upon five principles which 
are drawn in the main from the great store- 
house of economic common sense, the 
‘Wealth of Nations.’” Unfortunately, per- 
haps, the Wealth of Nations” issubordinate 
to the Constitution of IIlinois. 

The impossibility of making any general 
system of licenses upon trades and occupa- 
tions just or equitable, and the impossibility 
of exempt personal property from taxa- 
tion, without an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, render a discussion of this subject, ex- 
cept for ‘the display of theoretic brillianey 
upon an impracticable abstraction remotely 
affiliated with a poorly misunderstood science 
by unscientific writers, altogether unprofita- 
ble at this time. 


TURNING IT OVER IN HIS MIND. 

He keeps his own counsel; he is a good 
listener; he interviews badly; he talks freely 
upon every subject bat politics; there is no 
evidence that he made any promises before 
the election, or that he has made any since; 
he thinks it is the business of the Legislature 
of Ohio, not his, to choose a successor to 
Thurman in the United States Senate; a 
large number of Republican politicians have 
confidenee in their ability to form a Cabinet 
for him; they make pilgrimages to Mentor to 
prove it, but somehow forget what they went 
for, and upon their return express the opin- 
ion that he ought to have till February to see 
whether he cannot form a Cabinet for him- 


self. This seems to be about the attitude of 
President-elect Garfield. Gen. Garfield's reti- 


cence, his poise, should not be construed 
into a suspicion of disregard of the wishes 
of Republicans, or of indifference to the in- 
terests of the Republican party. It may be 
accounted for on the simple ground of his 
extensive acquaintance with public men and 
his wide experience in public affairs. It is 
more than fifty years since the people of the 
United States have chosen a President of ex- 
perience comparable to that which Gen. Gar- 
field. will bring to the duties of his high 
office. John Quincy Adams, elected by the 
House of Representatives in 1825, was a 
profound student of political economy and 
a powerful writer on the subject, and his ex- 
perience in diplomacy was varied and wide; 
but, owing to his long residence abroad, he 
necessarily had but slight acquaintance with 
the public men of the country. Jackson’s 
fame, leading to his election to the Presi- 
dency, was wholly the result of his military 
career. His knowledge of civil affairs was 
very limited. Martin Van Buren was little 
more than an adroit,.cunning politician, 
skilled in the arts of ambitious intrigue. 
Harrison was bred in the camp, frontiers- 
man, whose knowledge of public affairs be- 
gan with fighting Indians and ended with 
governing the territory he had wrested from 
them. Polk was fourteen yearsin Congress 
and Speaker of the Lower Huuse,—a promi- 
nent figure in his party at a time when there 
was a power behind the throne that moved 
leaders as puppets. Taylor was chosen solely 
on account of his renown as a sol- 
dier, and his entrance upon the stage 
of civil life completely broke him 
down, and his death soon followed. 
Pierce was neither a statesman nor a soldier. 
During his career of nine years in Congress 
he failed utterly to distinguish himself be- 
yond the exhibition of an unquestioning sub- 
serviency to the Southern slave oligarchy, 
and in the Mexican War he barely escaped 
the suspicion of cowardice. Buchanan was 
always in public life, but never gave direc- 


tion to public affairs until an emergency | 


arose which enabled him to distinguish him- 
self as a coward and crown his name with in- 
famy. Lincoln had but little acquaintance 
with public men and less with public affairs, 
but his genius for politics and statesmanship 
made him master of every situation. Grant’s 
Poe type: achievements in war made him 
first in the hearts of his countrymen, but he 
entered the White House humbly pleading 
ignorance alike of the art of politics and the 
science of government. Hayes was a con- 
summate politician without appearing to be, 
who had been greatly honored by his State, 
but whose experience of National affairs was 
that of a student rather than an actor. 
ly, the long line, covering a period of fifty- 
six years, there is not a man who has entered 
upon the duties of the Presidential office so 
thoroughly equipped, by virtue of con- 
tinuous public service and extensive and in- 
timate acquaintance with public questions 
and public men, as Gen. Garfield. He may 
well be reticent as he sketches for himself 
the history we have briefly adverted to. He 
is familiar with the temper of the people; he 
is one of them. He knows that they are su- 
berlox- in general intelligence to any other 
constituency in the world. He knows that 
as he understands them so they understand 
him. They have a high opinion of him, and 
he knows it; he will strive to be 
worthy of their confidence. He knows 
that they will expect him to make 
good use of his wide experience, and they 
think him more capable of forming his own 
Cabinet than any man is of forming one for 
him. They are therefore quite content with 
his reticence. They doubt the wisdom in 
this case of the old saw about a multitude of 
counselors. If Gen. Garfieid talks little and 
thinks much, he may between this and the 
4th of March think out an excellent Cabinet. 
The politicians are wise in deciding to give 
him until February to evolve a Cabinet from 
his inner consciousness, And if, being ac- 
corded this “inch” of time, he takes an

The last issue of Tun Trisv contained 
‘expressions of views on the political situation 
by two representative Southern men, Judge 
Lochrane, of Georgia, and Roger Q. Mills, 


| Representative from the Fourth Texas Dis- 


trict. The former expressed himself as very 
hopeful for the future of the South, and as 
believing that Gen. Garfield’s Administration 
will tend to promote more friendly feelings 
and a better understanding between the two 
sections. The latter, who is a moss-backed 
Bourbon and a fanatic on the question tf 
State-sovereignty, manifested a bitter hos- 
tility to the Republican party, and reiterated 
the old Southern clamor of invasions of the 
Constitution by that party, of attacks upon 
the rights of the South, of its centralizing 
tendencies, and of its ultimate progress 
towards the system of an Empire. The one 
man was a good representative of that fair- 
minded class in the South who are ready to 
accept the situation and to drop their preju- 
diees against the North; the other a fair 
representative of the Confederate Bourbons 
who still eling to their bitter animosities and 
attempt to make the authority of the Stgte 
paramount to that of the Nation. 

In his declaration of views, Mr. Mills rings 
the changes upon violations of the Constitu- 
tion and assaults upon the sovereignty of the 
States. The determination of the Govern- 
ment to supervise the election of Congress- 
men, and protect the ballot-box from cor- 
ruption through the agency of its Marshals 
and Supervisors, Which it has a right to do 
under the Constitution, is one of the complaints 
which Texas Mills and others of his ilk are 
in the habit of making. It is looked upon by 
them as an invasion of the authority of the 
State Governments, though the Constitution 
gives the National Government full control 
of those elections, and provides that Congress 
may at any time by law make rules and regu- 
lations, or alter regulations already made by 
the States, except as to the places of choosing 
Senators. 

This is one of Mr. Mills’ grievances. A 
second is the National-bank system, which he 
says “is a curse tothe country” suffering 
under “the thralldom of this monopoly.” 
How are National banks “monopolies”? 
They are perfectly free to all who can 
put in the requisit capital to start them. 
Any company of men may 
National bank with a capital of $50,000, 
They are not obliged to issue notes unless 
they desire to. If they do issue them, they have 
to put up large securities. They are as free 
in Texas asin any Northern State to start 
National banks. In what sense then are they 
monopolies? A monopoly means the re- 
striction of a privilege to a person or certain 
class of men, and the refusal to let any others 
have that privilege. The National-bank priv- 
llege is open to every person having money. 
The only monopoly about it is the prevention 
of impecunious speculators from doing bank- 
ing business without having any capital. 

What would Mills gubstitute in the place 
of the National banks? The old State- 
sovereignty banks, spawning out that hetero- 
geneous, rotten, wild-cat State-bank cur- 
rency with which this country years ago 
was flooded and plagued. Mills would give 
to Texas the privilege of sending all over the 
country this unsecured, irredeemable, irre- 
sponsible trash, hardly better than counter- 
feit money. He would give to every specu- 
lator in Texas the right to be a “banker” 
and issue notes with wild-cat security, and 
even without the safeguards of supervision. 
However bitterly Mills may howl over this 

alleged invasion f “State-rights,” it will 
be along, long day before the people of this 
country will ever consent to the reissue of 
this worthless State-bank stuff.

HE Is DEVOTED TO HIS FAMILY AND HIS CHURCH 
(Close-Communion Baptist), and shells out his 
cash liberally for all church purposes and the 
endowment of colleges. A few years 
since an organization built a fine water- 
cure hotel on one of the delightful 
summits which overlooks the lake from a dis- 
tanceofa few miles beyond the city limits. 
Their venture was a compiete faiiure, and the 
owners were glad to sell to Mr. Rockefeller for a 
very smalipercentage of the first cost. This 
building, with its fifty rooms, the new owner has 
fitted up and furnished with lavish outlay, and 
from his mountain hight is more like a medi- 
val Duke than anything else. Croakers have

The announcement in Tun Tarnuns of yes- 
terday that the propellers John Pridgeon, Jr., 
and Scotia were the last on the list to make 
trips to the Lower Lakes proves to be prema- 
ture. Yesterday corn cargoes were secured for 
the propeller Oswegatchie and steam-barge 
William Edwards. The former will load to-day 
for Sarnia on through rate; the latter loaded 
yesterday for Buffalo at 6% cents per bushel. 
It is the intention to have the Oswegatchie re- 
turn to Milwaukee or Chicago and winter. Pres- 
ent indications render it extremely doubtful 
whether the Edwards will be able to reach 
Buffalo, on account of increased accemu- 
lations of ice in Lake St. Clair and at 


the head of Lake Erie. Should the conditions 
prove favorable, however, she may stop at De- 
troit and make an attempt to take the grain- 
laden schooner Charles Foster through with her. 
The Foster belongs to Mr. Fries, the owner of 
the Edwards. She undertook to sail through to 
Buffalo from this port, but was headed off by the 
advent of the extremely cold weather.

Edwards, the Commercial Line propeller Cuba is 
booked for another trip to Buffalo. She reached

SAND BEACH HARBOR wags 

Five cribs, each fifty-five teet g, thirty- 
— feet wide, and ae A feet deep, have been 

ded to the Sand Beach breakwater this season 
and the superstructure put on the ten cribs that 
were sunkaast year. In doing this work there 
has been a foree of forty men employed, an 
4.800 cords of stone, 1,250,000 feet of timber and 
plank, and sixty tonsof iron used. The founda- 
tion wall tor the Hfe-saumg station boat-house 
has also been made, this work having been done 
by the divers when the weather would not allow 
them to work outside, The length of the breuk- 
water is now 5,205 feet—1,500 feet inside of the 
gap, and 3,705 outside of the gap. 

BODY FOUND. 

The body of an unknown man was found on 
the shore of Little Marsh Cove, Henderson, N. 
Y., Tuesday morning of last week. The man was 
dressed in rough sailor clothing, his woolen shirt 
being drawn over his head, and frozen so hard 
that it Was necessary to remove the body to a 
boat-house where it could be thawed outin order 
to recognize it.

UNWARRANTED EXTINGUISHMENT OF LIGHTS.

The Supreme Court—Its Personnel in 
Detail. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Maison, Nov. 29.—The Supreme Court in its 
reorganized condition and with a full Bench 
meets here to-morrow to resume its labors for 
the first time since the death of the late Chief- 
Justice Ryan. Judge Ryan's term of service 
would not have expired for over a year yet, and 
his death made it ingumbent upon the Governor 
to appoint his successor. Gov. Smith's choice 
was in acoord with the popular demand, and 
fell upon Assoctate-Justice Cole, whose pale 
face, black eyes, and white bead will here- 
after make him the conspicuous, cen- 
tral figure of the “grave and rever- 
end seigniors” who adorn the Bench. 
Chief-Justice Cole is a remarkable man, and has 
had a remarkable career. He was born in 
Cazenovia, Madison County, New York, Aug. 
23, 1819, and is consequently 61 years of age. He 
graduated at Union College in 1843, came to 
Wisconsin in 1845, was elected @ member of the 
Convention to frame a State Constitution in 
1847, ana was elected to Congress from the 
Second District as a Whig. At that time the 
State of Wisconsin was entitled to but two Rep- 
resentatives in Congress, and the Second District 
embraced the western half of the State, includ- 
ing a portion of what is now the First District, 
most of the Second, the whole of the Third and 
Seventh, and nearly all of the Bighth. Judge 
Cole’s Democratic op ton that occasion 
was the Hon. A. Hyatt Smith, of Janes- 
ville, who challenged Cole to a pubiic diseussion 
of the issues involved in the campaign before 
the people. Cole accepted the invitation, and 
the two canddiates met at most of the principal 
towns of the district, and the result was the tri- 
umphant election of the Whig candidate. Judge 
Cole’s career in Congress marked by his 
sturdy opposition to the schemes of the Pro- 
Slavery wing of the Whig party, which. after 
the death ot President Zachary Taylor and the 
acceasion of Millard Fillmore as President of the 
United States, made itself so odious to the free- 
dom-loving people of the North by the passage 
of the Fugitive Slave act, and the “ Compromise 
measures,” that its eternal dissoluuon in 1862 
under the banner of Gen. Winfield Scott was not 
an unlooked-for event. 

Judge Cole took an active interest in the for- 
mation of the Republican party. In July, 1854, 
and in 1855 he was the candidate of the party for 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court aguinst 
Samuel Crawford, Democrat, then a mem- 
ber of the Bench. Judge Cole's usual good luck 
followed Him, and he was elected to a position 
that he has held for more than a quarter ofa 
century, although the office is an eicctive one, 
and his claims bave been submitted on four dit- 
ferent occasions to the fora decision. 
Two years he defeated his Demucratic com- 
petitor, M. M. Cothern, by a majority of 53.000, 

The Supreme Court o consisted of 
three Judges (after its reorganization in 1855), 
who heid the office for aterm of six years. In

It would be superfluous to add anything in 
this connection in regard to the learning. abil- 
ity, experience, and eminent qualifications that 

ole brings to the discharge of his 


coliege, and in the study and practice of the 
law, and after sitting on the Supreme Bench of 
the State for twenty-five years without a spot 
or blemish upon his personal character or Ju- 
dicial ermine, he passes unchallenged now to 
the honored office once oveupied by Whiton, 
Dixon, and Ryan. Associate-Justice William P. 
Lyon practiced law in Racine prior to 1859, when 
he was elected to represent the city in the As- 
sembly, and was chosen its Speaker. This com- 
pliment was again repeated in 1860. In 1861 he 
raised a regiment and went to the front. In 
1864, while still absent in the fleid, the people of 
the First Judicial Circuit, after a most ex- 
citing contest, elected Col. Lyon Cirewit 
Judge for six years over the late David Noggie, 
then the incumbent of the office. In 1870 Judge 
Lyon was nominated for Congress by the Repub- 
ticans of the Miwaukee district, but was beaten 
by the Hon. Atexander Mitchell. The next year 
he was elected Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court, which place he has since beid, discharg- 
its 1 duties to general acceptance. 
udge David Taylor was elected Associate 
Justice without opposition in 1878, in accordance 
with an amendment to the Constitution provid- 
ing for two additional Judgesof the Supreme 
Court. He had served one term inthe State 
Senate, one term as Judge of the Fond du Lac 
circuit, and filled other offices of trust and 
responsibility. Judge Taylor bas twice been 
ch d with the revision of the statutes, once 
in 80; and again in 18%, performmg 
the task allotted to him in a painstaking. thor- 
ough, and intelligent manner. He is a ripe 
scnolar, learned in the law, and brings the fruits 
of a large experience in legal affairs to the dis- 
cha of his duties. 

Judge Hariow S. Orton, the only Democrat on 
the Bench, and the oldest man on it, has had a 
great deal of experience in blic affairs. He 
was born in New York in 1817. and is a graduate 
of the Hamilton University of that State. He 
was admitted to the Bar in 1838, and commenced 
the practice of the law in Milwaukee in 1847. He 
was Gov. Farwell's private secretary in 1852-": 
and a member of the Assembly in 1 1859, an 
1871. He was Judge of the Ninth Jodicial Cir- 
cuit from 1859 to 1965. He was the Democratic 
and Greenback candidate for Congress i

He is 
not a stranger, however, to bis learned asso- 
ciates upon the Supreme Bench, having often 
appeared befure them as of counsel in some of 
the most important cases ever br t to the 
attention of the court of last resort. r. Casso- 
ddy received his education in the Michigan Uni- 
versity, and that excellent institution has sel- 
dom turned out a better job of work. He has 
served as Speaker of the

man of the Wisconsin delegation in the Chi- 
cago Convention that nominated Gen. Garfield.

At the Springfield and McLean County 
Mines.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 20.—The strike among 
the coal miners in this vicinity still continues,

of Its Valuable Securities. 


Some of the Trask Indictments Quashed— 
Judgments and New Suits. 


| AN IRATE COMPANY. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by the Globe Hardware Company against the 
First National Bank of Chicago, Sparrow M. 
Nickerson, Samuel M. Nickerson, and Albert E. 
Goodrich, to compel the surrender of certain 
notes made by Goodrich. The complainant 
states that op the 20th ot August, 1878, Good- 
rich made his notes, ten or more in number, for 
the aggregate amount of $100,000, payable to 
his own order at the First National Bank two 
years after date, with interest at 8 per cent, and 
deposited as Collateral thereto certain shares of 
stock of the Lavinia & Grizzly Consolidation 
Mining Company, Utah, to the amount 
of $3.23 par value for every dollar pf 
the face of the notes, which deposit 
was recited inthe body of each of the notes. 
The notes were then indersed in blank, and de- 
livered to Chauncey Kilme. In 1879 the Na- 
tional Hardware Company, limited, chartered in 
New Yurk, bought nine of these notes, and in 
October Sparrow M. Nickerson, its Treasurer,de- 
posited six of them, ot the face value of $55,- 
186.06, together with a note of R. M. Whipple for 
$9,000, secured by $15,000 par value of the Na- 
tional Hardware Company's stock, with the 
First National Bank as collateral security to the 
sixty-day note of the National Hardware Com- 
pany for $22,000. At the time of the deposit, and 
for a considerable time before and after, the 
National Hardware Company was a customer of 
the bank, and Sparrow M. Nickerson was 
the Company's Treasurer, but he was never 
authorized, expressly or impliediy, to make any 
agreement for the pany, authorizing any of 
its property to be sold for a debt without de- 
mand of payment or advertisement of such 
sale, nor was be ever authorized to make a 


note of the Company in any other State than 


New York, or 1 anywhere else than at 
its office in New York, without special author- 
ity from the Board of Directors. Neither the 
Directors nor any of its other officers knew of 
the execution of the $22,000 note until long 
after it was made. Samuel M. Nickerson has 
been President of the First National for some 

ears, and in 1879 he advanced for his brotner 
parrow the money to buy $20,000 of 
the stock of the National Hardware 
Company, the certificates for which were issued 
in the name of 8. M. Nickerson, and it is charged 
that Samuel knew ali about the purchase of the 
pine Goodrich notes by the National Hardware 
Company, and aided the scheme personally and 
by advancing money. The business of the Com- 
pany has been managed by Sparrow, but the 
terms of the $22,000 note were never made 
known to the Company, and he, in fraud of its 
rights, inserted a clause in the note making it 
payable in Chicago, and annexed an agreement 
that the collateral might be soid without 
demand of ment or advertisement of 
the sale. he note matured in De- 
cember, 1879, but Sparrow represented to 
the Company that he bad made arrangements 
with the bank to hold the note as a cali loan in 
order to give the Company a reasonable oppor- 
tunity to buy the inder of the Goodrich 
notes and collect mof the maker, who is 
abundantly responsible. In January last Spar- 
row M. Nickerson, without the authority of the 
Company, made a note for $24,000 similar to the 
$22,000 one as regarded collaterals, and gave it 
tothe bank, taking up the $22,000 note, but 
failed to give the Company any information 
about the matter or to account for the extra 


$2,000. 

About the lith of August last Henry 8. White, 
President of the Globe Hardware Company, 
bought of the National Hardware Company the 
six Goodrich notes held by the bank as collat- 
eral,and other property of the Compauy, in- 
cluding certain claims against I. M. wett, 
and agreed with Sparrow M. Nickerson that he 
should help to coliect the Daggett claims, and 
get an extension of the loan until the six Good- 
rich notes, maturing Aug. 23, 1880, could be col- 
lected.

notified shortly before this that complainant 
owned the six Goodrich notes, and, owing to the 
relations of the bank with Sparrow, complain- 
ant took no steps to prevent any sale 
of the collaterals, trusting to the bank. Spar- 
row, however as alleged by a 
conspiracy. with his brother and the bank, made 
a pretended sale of the Goodrich notes for non- 
payment of the note to Goodrich for a 
detinit sum, to be wholly M by the 
bank and the Nickersons. Notices of the pro- 
posed sale were sent to complainant, and re- 
ceived by its general manager, R. M. Whipple. 
He asked to have the sale postponed until he 
could get bere, but his request was not heeded, 
and the Goodrich hotes were struck off in one 
lot to Samuel M. Nickerson for $25,000 and imme- 
diately turned over to Goodrich, though they 
were then worth about $64,000, and could have 
been sold for that amount. Goodrich then 
wave the bank other notes, and ithe 
roceeds were divided between the 
ickersons and the bank. When Whipple got 
here Oct. 7, be offered to redeem the Goodrich 
notes and to pay the whole claim of the bank. 
Samuei Nickerson replied that the notes had 
been legally sold and afterward surrendered to 
Goodrich. und nothing could be done, and he 
denied that either complainant, or the National 
Hardware Company, or White had any interest 
in the matter. Goodrich also refuses to allow 
the six notes to be seen, and compiainant fears 
they will be destroyed unless he is restrained by 
an injunction from so doing. 

Complainant further charges that the $24,000 
note is secreted by the bank or the Nickersons, 
and it wants a discovery of allthe papers pur- 
porting to be evidences of its indebtedness, and 
of the ks and papers of the bank and of its 
President. Sparrow M. Nickerson it is * — — 
has recently drawn large sums out of the Na- 
tional H ware Company and squandered them 
in disreputable ways in New York, and is wholly 
insolvent. In conclusion, the complainant asks 
that an account may be taxen of the indebted- 
ness of the National Hardware Company to the 
bank, that the latter may be compelled to ac- 
count for the six Goodrich notes and the mining- 
stock hela as collateral, that Goodrich may be 
compelled to surrender the notes, and that the 
Nickersons may be restrained from parting with 
the stock of the Globe Hardware Company. and 
for the appointment of a Receiver to take pos- 
session of the notes and collaterals until the 
final hearing of the case. 


CRIMINAL COURT. 

Judge Gary heard arguments On a motion to 
quash the various indictments against Edward 
A. Trask, the real-estate agent of the West Side, 
whose peculiar operations, already set forth in 
THe TRIBUNE, resulted in his indictment on dis- 
tinct charges of perjury, fasely personating an- 
other, and of conspiracy to defraud one Mary 
Wagner of her property. In the first two in- 
diotmeuts Trask is charged individually, but in 
the third the charge includes also M. B. McDon-

THE LATE JUDGE COWLES. 


Impressive Funeral Services—Remarks 
of the Bev. Dr. Mooar—A Fitting 
Tribute to the Worth of the Deceased. 

2 San Francisco Alta, Nov. 22. 

The last sad ceremonies connected with the 
death of Judge Samuel Cowles took place from 
Piymouth Church on Taylor street, near Geary, 
yesterday afternoon. The Bar Association, from 
their rooms on Sacramento street, attended the 
funeral in a body. Shortly after ‘the hour ap- 
pointed the remains of the deceased, which were 
inciosed in an iron casket, with silver trimmings,

barp, and two anchors, composed of smilax,

“Truth.” The fragrance from the many hand- 
some florai tributes filled the church. Rev. 
Dr. Mooar officiated. After the singing of 
“ Rock of Ages by the choir of Dr. Stone's 
church, he read the Ninetieth Psla Lord. 
Thou hast been our dwelling place in all genera- 
tions. He then read the Savior’s words, begin- 
umg. “In My Father's house are many man- 
sions,” which was followed by a portion of the 
twenty-first chapter of Revelations, begin 
with „And the city had no need of sun, 
neither of the moon, to shine in it, for the glory 
of God did lighten it, and the Lambis the light 
thereof.” The choir chanted “ Over the River.“ 

The Rev. Dr. Mooar then said: “On the day 
on which Judge Cowles died, my attention was 
called to that passage in Scripture in which a 
King of Israel, siain on the field of battle by an 
arrow drawn at venture, said to his chariot-man, 
‘Turn thine hand, that thou mayest carry me 
out of the host, for I am wounded.’ Ina Sig- 
nificant discourse founded on these words, the 
preacher suggested that there comes a time to 
every man, however prominent or public his life 
may be. when he must be carried out of the 
host. He may be identified with great social, 
civic, or corporate interests, yet after a time he 
must be borne away. Death, ina great many 
cases, seems to come suddenly, or seems to draw 
his dart ata venture, and to most of Judge 
Cowles’ friends these words bear that aspect; 
but he expected death, and a year ago 
he said to an old friend that he didn't expect 
to survive more than two years. He died 
in the midst of his activities. He was such 
a man, too, that his withdrawal from his activi- 
ties becomes a public as well as a domestic and 
social loss, for his was of that character of which 
in San Francisco we have no surpius. He was a 
Puritan, and an officer in one of the churches in 
which we find perpetuated the principles of his 
forefathers. Ourfriend brought with him, near- 
ly thirty years ago,a Puritan’s enthusiasm for 
justice and purity. He had strong American 
convictions. He believedin liberty and equali- 
ty. He believedin the purity of the courts and 
of the ballot- box. He believed that one man’s 
rights were to be regarded as sacredly as an- 
other's. He brought these principles into a com- 
munity in which for several years they were ever 
trampled under foot. Indeed, it was as much 
as ua man's life was worth to maintain and ex- 
press them; but he did not hesitate, and 
dared such an expression. In the great 
social purification which occurred in 586, 
and the following years, he was an 
carnest worker. He gioried in those days. In- 
trusted by the citizens with a judicial situation, 
he discharged the trust with vigor, equity. and 
intelligence. He was not found on the fence, 
for his convictions were too decide‘ for that. 
He was religious, blic-spirited, patriotic, 
faithtul, and reliable. He has been wounded; 
he bas been taken right out of the host with 
which he fought the battle of life: but, as he 
withdraws, he leaves no stain upon his courage 
or honor.“ Dr. Mooar concluded by reading an 
eloquent tribute to the worth of the deceased, 
written by the Rev. Mr. Baker, of the church to 
which the deceased belonged. 7 

A short prayer followed, after which the choir 
sang ** Rest, Spirit, Rest.“ Those present were 
then permitted to take a farewell look at the 
familiar features of the deceased, the casket was 
closed, the pall-bearers again performed their 
mournful task, and the cortége made its way to 
Laurel Hill Cemetery, where the remains were 
temporarily deposited in the Dennison vault.

Money at 45 Per Cent Begins to 
Tell on Stocks. 


Grangers Strong, and Western Union 
Weak—Conflicting Rumors. 


Undiminished Country Orders for 
—Foreign Exchange 8 


The Produce Markets Active and Generally 
Lower, with Larger Receipts of Grain. 


A Sharp Decline in Wheat, Cora, and Provisions; 
but a Firmer Closing. 


FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were feverish and uncertain all aay 
long. Northwest common was put up to 180, and 
Western Union down to 92%. Money grew more 
active, and towards the close, after Gould and 
Sage. according to report, had called in $8,000,- 
000 of loans, it advanced to \% per cent premium 
above the legal rate. At the close 1-16 per cent 
premium was bid. All kinds of rumors were 
afloat. Most of them were unfavorable to 
the high prices prevailing. Accordmg to 
one authority, the Vanderbilts were sell- 
ing out Western Union. So many 
shop orders have been put on Northwest com- 
mon at 12% that brokers refused to take any 
more. The effect of the decline of prices was 
decidedly to stimulate buying in Chicago. Very 
large amounts of Western Union were bought. 
Some conservative operators, timorous on ac- 
count of the condition of the money market, 
sold out, but on the whole there were more 
stocks bought than sold in this city. 

Western Union showed the most loss, 3%, to 
93%. It ranged between 96% and 92%. The most 
unfavorable rumors continue in circulation 
about Western Union. The Wall street gossip 
of the World has it that Mr. Gould has received 
an Offer from the other side, which he is now con- 
sidering, to put two new cables across from Pen- 
zance to Heart White, Nova Scotia, with which 
the American Union already has a connection. 
If this is done it will lead not only to an active 
competition between the American Union and 
Western Union, but also between the cable 
companies from which the Western Union’ re- 
ceives a great part of its revenue. The earn- 
ings of Western Union continue to decrease, the 
third week in November showing a falling off 
of $35,000 compared with the same week ast 


year. 

Besides Western Union, the stocks that made 
the heaviest losses were Chattanooga 3, to 71: 
Morris & Essex 1, to 120; New York Central 2, to 
143%; Michigan Central 144, to 112%; Erie 1, to 
46%; the preferred 2, to 79; Ohio preferred 2, to 
86; St. Joe 1%, to 43; the preferred IX. ton: 
Kansas & Texas 1%, to 38%; Pacific Mail 1. to 47; 
Hudson 2X, to 80%; Lackawanna 1%, 106%; Jer- 
sey Central 2, to 79%; Reading 2%, to 49%; Man- 
hattan 2, to 22%; Union Pacific 1%, to 100; Iron 
Mountain 2%, to 4%; Lake Erie 1%, to: 
Canada®Southern 1%, to 70% ; Omaha 1%, to 43%; 
and the preferred 1, to 84%. 

The few gains of importance were 1% in Bur- 
lington & Quincy, to 169; 2% in Northwest com- 
mon, to 127; the proferred 2%, to 14 

The growing activity of money must not be 

attributed to speculative manipulation. At 
Chicago the legitimate demand for money has 
so increased that the banks have no surplus that. 
they could lend to New York. Large borrowers 
in New York months ago foresaw the change in 
the monetary situation, and provided themselves 
with long loans. Business is active; railroad 
extensions are going onatan unprecedented 
rate; new manufactures are being established; 
with returning confidence, there are countiess 
new enterprises that call for capital. On 
the other hand, the New York Herald 
says that, while the banks very prudently have 
been contracting their loans, and while large 
amounts of currency haye been shipped to the 
South and West, it is evident that a sufficiency 
of the needful still remains for all purposes of 
the stock market, uniess an artificial squeeze 
should be attempted. In view of the fact that 
some $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 of gold are now on 
the way from Europe, that railroad stocks are 
being shipped abroad to the extent of a million 
or so a week, and that the exportation of bread- 
stuffs has scarcely begun, it is folly to suppose 
that a close money market can be other than 
that of a very temporary duration.

A greater danger than Granger legislation is 
seen by the Public to lie in the path of the 
present buoyant speculation in stocks. It is the 
legislation that may be attempted at the next 
session of Conyress. A Congress controlled by 
a defeated party, immediately after a Presi- 
dential and Congressional election, when many 
members have been chosen to stay at home, is 
very apt to be a particularly reckless body in its 
treatment of bills with money in them.” Great 
jobbers regard such a Congress as a very promis- 
ing bonanza. It will be surprising if the 
standard of virtue is not quite low this winter, 
and the speculators and jobbers will be un- 
usually hungry. Members who are about to 
depart from Washington permanently will seize 
every opportunity to push forward bills affect- 
ing the railroad, and telegraph, and steamship 
lines, and a very active speculahon may, be 
caused by these measures. It is to be hoped 
that the President and his advisers will be so 
watchful and faithful that mischief may be 
prevented, but the immediate consequences in 
the stock market can hardly fail to be quite dis- 
turbing.

The market for domestic dry-goods was satis- 
factorily active,the demand continuing more than 
usually good for the se ason.

Sugars were again the centre of inter- 
est. The demand, as for some time past, far 
exceeded the supply, and the recently advanced 
prices were easily sustained. Coffees were 
moving freely and were quoted strong. Rice,

The movement of 
corn in the country is much greater than that of 
wheat, but when cars are scarce, as now, the 
holder naturally sends the latter in the few cars 
at his command, as the car-load of wheat now 
brings him about $3, while on the car-load of 
corn he only realizes about $1.

Commencement of His Trial for 
' Making False Re- 
ports. 


The Indictment and What. It 
Charges—Securing a 
Jury. 


The trialof B. F. Allen on the indictment 
charging him, as President of the Cook County 
National Bank, with making false reports to the 
Controller of the Currency, was begun fester- 
day morning in the United States District Court. 
The defendant, attired in a new suit of dark 
biue, instead of the rough gray cheviot which he 
wore on the last occasion when he sat 4 the 
trial-table in the Distriot Court, looked nat - 
ural as ever, and was attended by his counsel, 
Judge Cole, of Iowa, and L. H. Bisbee, of this 
city. 

Some ittie time was spent in talking over the 
question of the sufficiency of the affidavit put in 
the other day, which set forth Allen’s poverty 
and inability to get witnesses, and asked that 


the Government subpena them under the 


statute in such cases made and provided. Judge 
Blodgett held, asin former decisions, that the 
tao that the affidavit was not signed by Allen 
himself was not material, provided it was made 
by some one who was familiar with the facts. 
The outcome of the talk was an order from the 
Court directing the Clerk to subpoena the wit- 
nesses in question at the Government's ex- 
pense,

It was 
necessary, in short, to set forth the entry in the 
identical report; and, secondly, if it was compe- 
tent to set forth the lega’ effect of the entry, it 
should be averred asa fact set forth. The en- 
tries in question wery in existence, and could be 
fully set forth, so that the objection was not to 
— defect of form, but a very essential defect of 

act. 

J udge Blodgett held that the offense was pure- 
ly a statutory one, and had reference to the con- 
duct of officers managing National banks. Un- 
der this statute it was sufficieut if the entry 
charged to be false was referred to with such 
directness and certainty as to enable to Court 
and jury to identify it. It need not be set out 
in haec verba, because the gist of the offense did 
not consist in the forgery of a name, or a par- 
ticular part of an instrument, as in the crime of 
forgrery, but in the falsehood of a special entry, 
and it was enough to refer to the entry itself 80 
that it could be identified by the proof. The mo- 
tion was therefore overruled. 


GETTING A JURY. 


An hour’s recess was taken for the benefit of 
absent witnesses. At halt-past Ii the proceed- 
ings were resumed, and twelve candidates for 
jury honors were invited to take seats in what 
by courtesy is called the box. Before proceed- 
ing to cull out his material, Gen. Leake re- 
marked that they were about to try an indict- 
ment found some years ago—to wit: April 25, 
1877, charging the defendant, B. F. Allen, with 
violating Sec. 5.209 of the Revised Statutes in 
having willfully and knowingly made certain 
faise entries of loans, discounts, overdrafts, 
etc., in his reports concerning the condition of 
the Cook County National to the Controller of 
the Currency May 1, June 26, Oct. 2, and Dec. 31, 
1874. The line of examination pursued in the 
selection of the jury showed one thing 
very clearly: that, while neariy mt ee 
bad read about the cuse in the 
newspapers in years long gone by. everybody 
had pretty much forgotten all he had then read 
and nowcame upsmiling with a mind as free 
from impression as a fresh > of white paper. 
The Government challenged Gne of the candi- 
dates peremptorily. The defense was especially 
anxiousto knowof thetweiveif any of them 
were or had ever been connected with a bank of 
any sort in any capacity whatever,—stock bolder, 
director, depositor, or otherwise,—and, more 
particularly, if any of them had ever lost any- 
thing through the failure of any such financial 
institution. One man sadly recalled the fact that 
he had been a Director in the Central National 
of this city, while another admitted that he did 
business with the bank at Morris, of which D. 
D. Spencer was many years ago a shining ligbt. 
He was giad to say, however, that he had never 
lost any money in this way. The Central Na- 
tional man was excused, and was replaced by a 
man who had been unfortunate enough to have 
a bank account with the Fidelity. His stay in 
the box was naturally and necessarily brief. 
Another was challenged for cause,—the only 
man iu the lot who appeared to have formed a 
decided impression and to have retained it. 
Another went because he had a prejudice once, 
and wasn’t overwhelmingly positive whether he 
had succeeded in wholly unloading it or not. 
The jury, as finally chosen, was made up of the 
following arbiters of Mr. Allen's fate: Nelson 
G. Myers, M. Karn, G. N. Randy, Volney Parker, 
E. M. Barnard, Anson A. Babcock, William 
Freise, Lansing De F orrest, N. 8. Carrington, . 
W. Gates, John H. Curtis, and Charles Beckwith. 

GEN. LEAKE, 

in his opening address to the jury, read the sec- 
tion under which the indictment was found, and 
gave a brief history of the organization and 
progress to destruction of the Cook County Na- 
tional. A short time previous to the failure the 
Controller of the Currency called tor reports of 
its condition, and the four counts in the indict- 
ment charged faise eutries in the reports ot May 
1, June 26, Oct. 2, and Dec. 31, 1874. For the sake 
of saving time, and hecause if the defendant 
was guilty of making false statements in one he 
was guilty in all, he proposed to devote his at- 
tention particularly to the third and fourth 
counts. Among other things, he expected to 
show that the report of Oct. 2, 1874, was 
false to the amount of $320,107 in the item 
of loans and discounts, $233,000 in the item 
of overdrafts, $114.85 in the amount 
due from approved reserved agents, $130,486 in 
the amount due from National and State banks, 
$35,000 in checks and other cash items, $247,549 
in the item of bills due from other National 
banks and iegal-tenders, and $443,972 in the 
item of legal-tenders or gold. As for the re- 
port of Dec. 31, 1874, he proposed to show that it 
was false in the following respects and amounts: 
$35,147 in the item of loans and discounts, $226,- 
000 for overdrafts: $85,963 in the amount due 
from approved reserve agents, $42,203 in the 
amount due from National and State banks, 
$260,719 in the item of bills of other National 
banks, 291,114 in the item of legal-tenders or 
gold, $141, 842 in the item of deposits, and 
a variation from the ledger to the bai- 
ance book of $231,799. The report 
further stated that the notes and bills redis- 
counted were $330,000, which was false, no ac- 
count of it being contained in the ledger. The 
testimony, Gen. Leake said, would be largely 
supplied by the agents of the bank, the Re- 
ceiver, and the Bank-Examiner, and he ex- 
pected to show the jury clearly and conclusively 
the falseness of the reports in question. 

The defense reserved their opening until the 
Government's case was in. 

Gen. Leake, in the absence of Mr. Burley, who 
had gone home on account of illness, first 
otfered acertitied copy of the bank's certificate 
of organization, in which the capital stock was 
given as $300,000. He next put in the originals of 
the several reports,the Courtoverruling a couple 
of technical objections to them by Judge Cole. 
The jury was duly cautioned not to discuss the 
case or read the newspaper reports ot the pro- 
ceedings, and a recess was taken until 2 o'clock. 

J. R. M QUINSTEN, 

of Marshalitown, Ia., ex-paying teller in the 
Cook County National. was the first witness to 
take the stand. He identified Alien’s signature 
to the several reports, as well as the signatures 
of the Cashier and Directors, and his own as — 2 
Notary before whom they were acknowled

On the cross-examination by Judge Cole, the 
witness stated that none of the letters or figures 
in the reports were made by Allen.

THE REV. KNOX-LITTLE. 

The attendance at the 3 o’clock meeting in 
Lower Farwell Hall yesterday afternoon was 
very large. Many of the audience were at- 
tracted by the prospect of hearing the Rev. 
Knox-Little. the English efangelist, whose 
reputation as an eloquent and successful 
exhorter was fully sustained in his effort of the 
day previous. The services opened with the 
usual prayer and sacred singing. Without an 
introduction or the slightest preliminaries, Mr. 
Knox-Little read the following passage of the 
Scripture: “ Now, while Paul waited for them at 
Athens, his spirit was stirred in him when he saw 
the city wholly given to idolatry.”—Acts, XVII., 6. 
The reverend gentleman began his address by 
begging the pardon of the audience for not 
meeting his engagement prompt upon tbe cpr 
advertised, saying that he had been bridged,”’ 
bis friends told bim was a frequent — 
in the peculiar arrangements of Chicago. He 
desired to thank his auditors for their kindness 
in listening to him, for he certainly considered 
it a kindness upon their part. 

They had come together to listen toa stran- 
ger, unknown to them, and one who could onl 
ask their attention on account of one bon 
which would and could bind their hearts to- 
gether,—that of the common brotherhood of 
man. 

Had St. Paul stood in Chicago, instead of 
Athens, he would have been in ane of the most 
remarkable cities of the age, a city which, he 
had been told, was laid in ashes but nine short 
years ago, St. Paul might have seen the bright 
side of humanity here, but he could not but 
have known that Chicago was largely given to 
idolatry. St. Paul would have prayed for a 
manly religion, which was needed in Chicago 
and in every other metropolitan city, where 
crime and idolatry were apt to be widespréad. 
God was unity, and if that fact were 
true, man must be but His creature 
made by His own hand, and responsible to Him 
alone. The speaker drew a beautiful picture of 
the old home and the well-remembered scenes 
of boyhood, which he knew many of his hearers 
must have clearly in their minds, of kindly 
precepts and advice given in that bome, and 
said: This was a tender memory, and was a 
witness that man was made in the image of 
God. The teachings of childhood, coupled with 
a majestic will, ought to resist the acceptance 
of ideas which the reason and yearsof pious 
teach had established as untrue. If it be 
proof of a relation, then the relation which 
man required was the one which 
constantly recognized God as the one great 
savior of the world. It was necessary to obey 
God to attain that relation which made men 
sure of a giorious hereafter. The struggle of 
St. Paul outside the wall of Damascus brought 
to the mind of the speaker the case of a young 
man in London, who was sneered at by the 
members of some of the fashionable clubs be- 
cause be had given up a life of carelesness and 
thrown himself heart and soul into the ministry. 
Such was the treatment received by St. Paul ut 
the hands of his friends and acquaintances 
when he recognizea through the heavenly vis- 
ion his personal relaticn to God, and which 
made him a disciple of the Great Father of all. 
This personal relation was something which 
came to every man who questioned himself as 
St. Paul did. The free choice of one who makes 
up his mind by conviction and manly acknowl- 
edgment of the greatness of God's love was the 
very essence of true manhood. It was a grand 
thing to be considered a man in that true sense 
of the word, and had God so made the world and 
so ordered things that people would believe 
without effort, as a matter of course there 
would have been an absence of independent 
thought, which makes life -endurable. A 
maniy religion was one reached by an 
acknowledgment of the fact that God bore a 
personal relation to man, and this type of man- 
bood was the exponent of a true religion. The 
speaker concluded by saying that it man were 
the creature of God,—if God was indeed the 
Creator of all.—gratitude would seem to impel 
him to acknowledg? the debt he owed that Cre- 
ator. 

The services closed by congregational singing 
of the hymn, “ Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” after 
which Mr, Knox-Little delivered a fervent 
prayer, remarkable for its earnestness and in- 
tense feeling. and the audience dispersed. 

Mr. Little will preach again this afternoon at 3 
o'clock in Lower Farwell Hall. 


CHICAGO PRESBYTERY. 

An adjourned meeting of the Chicago Presby- 
tery was held yesterday forenoon at the rooms 
of the Ministers’ Association, in McCormick 
Wock. The Rev. James Maclaughian, Moder- 
ator, pre sided. 

The first order of business was the considera- 
tion of the resignation of the Rev. David 5. 
Johnson as pastor of the Hyde Park Church. 
The Secretary read Dr. Johnson's letter to the 
Presbytery, asking that his pastoral relations be 


dissolved. The letter stated as the principal 
reason fur such dissolution the fact that the 
church was laboring under avery heavy/ debt, 
which for years had hung above the 
head of the congregation. Dr. Johnson said 
in his communication that out of this un- 
fortunate condition of things complications 
had arisen which made it evident to bis mind 
that there was but ove way out of the difficulties, 
and that was to secure a pastor who would be 
able to bring to his labor better and more suc- 
cessful methods of works. 

The Hon. George M. Bogue appeared as a 
commissioner from the church, and after read- 
ing Dr. Johnson’s letter to the congregation, the 
gentieman stated the action of the church, 
regretting the dissolution of the relations be- 
tween the pastor and people, and testifying to 
the uniform kindness and Christian benevolence 
of the retiring pastor. The Hon. Homer N, 
Hibbard, also a commissioner trom the church, 
feeliugly alluded to the unavoidable separation. 
Mr. Hibbard, in rising to address the meeting, 
with difficuity controlled his feelings. He said 
he was not alone in expressing regret at Dr. 
Johnson's departure, nor was be able to fully 
express the heart-felt sorrow of the congrega- 
tion among whom Dr. Johnson had spent thir- 
teen years of conscientious toil, during which 
he had won his way to the hearts of all with 
whom he had come in contact. The debt ot the 
church had been a severe tribulation, but the 
speaker believed it was in a measure a great 
“bugaboo.” However, it had alienated some of 
the best people in the congregation, and, while 
he was satisied that a dissolution of the pastoral 
relations ought to take place, be desired to say 
that the pure character of Dr. Johnson, and 
the loving, Christian kindness of his ministry 
had endeared him very closely to hie people, 
who would never case to recall his long service 
with genuine pleasure. Ali things being egual, 
he considered in the interest of harmony ta
